Connecticut Alternate Assessment System Updates

The 2021-22 Connecticut Alternate Assessment Eligibility Form and supplemental annotated form is available on the

Connecticut Comprehensive Assessment Program Portal and can be downloaded and completed at upcoming Planning
and Placement Team (PPT) meetings for this school year to determine eligibility for Connecticut Alternate Assessments
in math, English language arts, and science. The primary changes to the eligibility form now includes drop-down menus
for selecting assessments used to measure cognitive and adaptive functioning skills. Refer to the Frequently Asked
Questions and Answers about the Connecticut Alternate Assessment Eligibility Form for more information.

The Data Entry Interface (DEI) will open on November 19, to allow trained Teachers Administering the Alternate
Assessments (TEAs) to submit eligibility forms for test registration. The Connecticut Alternate Assessment System

Connecticut Alternate Assessment System Training Course— Now Live

Teachers expecting to administer the Connecticut Alternate Assessments for math, ELA, and science must complete
required, annual online training (now available on the portal). While TEAs are encouraged to complete this training ear-
ly in the year, it must be completed prior to submitting the Alternate Assessment Eligibility Form (via the DEI) and prior
to test administration. The online training also includes a quiz in which teachers must have a score of 80% or better.
This will activate a trained TEA status in their TIDE account. Only TEAs with a trained TEA status in TIDE will have access
to the secure alternate assessment systems and required materials necessary for test administration. For more infor-
mation, refer to these resources:

English Learner Updates

On September 7, 2021, the Supporting English Learners During the 2021-22 School Year memo was emailed to
individuals on record as the English Learner Assessment Coordinator for each district. This memo may be accessed on
the Connecticut DRC LAS Links web site under Communication Update. The memo includes critical dates for all ELACs.

On September 10, 2021, ELACs were notified that the LAS Links Achievement/Mastery Report in EdSight Secure has
been updated to include SY 2020-21 results. This report includes district, school, and student level performance
metrics such as scale score and performance level for the four subtests of Listening, Speaking, Reading and Writing
and the five composites of Comprehension, Oral, Literacy, Productive and Overall. The LAS Links Achievement/
Mastery Report also provides information on English Mastery Standard attainment that districts can use to determine
which students will exit EL status in 2021-22.

Establishment Survey

In order to prepare for the 2022 Connecticut SAT® School Day, please complete this online survey no later than
September 24, 2021. Please have only one person from each school fill out the survey. A survey must be completed
for each school or program in your district that has grade 11 students reported in PSIS. This is especially critical this
year given that the test is digital.

When completing the survey, you will need to designate a person in your school or program to fulfill each of the

following roles:

1. Test Coordinator: Responsible for all aspects of administering the Connecticut SAT School Day at the school
building, including setup, planning room and staffing, oversight of test day administration, and receiving/returning
all test materials.

2. Services for Students with Disabilities (SSD) Primary Coordinator: Requests accommodations, works with the test
coordinator and enters accommodations into the digital platform. Schools can have multiple SSD coordinators, but
only one will be identified as the primary coordinator who will receive communications from the College Board.

3. Principal: Principal information is collected to facilitate communications and escalations.

4. Technology Coordinator: New this year because of digital testing: This staff person is responsible for the
technology readiness and day-of-testing tech troubleshooting for your school/district.

Digital Overview Q and A

A brief overview of the spring 2022 Connecticut SAT School Day digital exam was held on September 15, 2021. A
recorded version of the webinar and copies of the slides are available on our web site. This will be the first in a series of
trainings planned to get school staff ready for the 2022 administration.

The Sensible Assessment Practices in Action was updated to support the return to school
this fall 2021. It offers guidance to educators, including general and special education

teachers, interventionists, instructional specialists, and related service providers on how Assg::::::‘et
they can “assess” their incoming students without necessarily having to “test” them Practices

using formal assessments. To conceptualize what this would look like in the classroom, in Action
the CSDE developed the Sensible Assessment Practices webinar series, which are short,

focused webinars that provide examples, considerations, and resources specific to each
phase of the school year referenced in the document. Topics designed for teachers
include Start of the School Year, Building Community, and Beginning with a Unit Designed o s e 4 e Gl
for Success. Additional webinars are coming soon and focus on using EdSight Secure

Longitudinal Data, the Instruction and Assessment Cycle, and Beginning with a Unit

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Advanced Placement Updates

For 2022 Advanced Placement® (AP) testing, AP coordinators must order tests for students by November 15, 2021.
This is the deadline to submit exam orders for all full-year and first-semester AP courses, and exam only sections. The
late order fee applies for exams ordered after this date. Please visit the College Board’s AP Central for more

information.

The CSDE and College Board will cover the entire cost of the 2022 AP exam fees for all students from low-income
families who attend public school in Connecticut. The AP coordinators will indicate in the APRO site a student’s low
income status. Since the AP, PSAT, and SAT are considered part of a CSDE State Educational Program, the AP, PSAT,
and SAT coordinator can be given access to a student’s income eligibility status. It is always a good idea to have the
coordinator complete the Disclosure Release form to ensure that they have an understanding of the USDA regulations
and do not use this information for other purposes. Note that each district’s AP, PSAT, and SAT coordinator should use
the student’s free, reduced-price and paid eligibility status that is posted in the Public School Information System
(PSIS) instead of requesting this data directly from the determining official or the food service director. Questions can
be directed to Michelle Rosado.

Connecticut Physical Fitness Assessment Update

For the 2021-22 school year, all students are expected to be assessed on all applicable state assessments, including the
Connecticut Physical Fitness Assessment (CPFA). The assessment schedule was already announced in our memorandum
dated July 19, 2021. As was the case last year, the CSDE expects that when administering the CPFA, all health and safety
protocols will be followed. Moreover, students who would normally be tested this year (e.g., all 6th graders) should be
tested and reported through the ED165. While students who should have been tested either in 2019-20 or 2020-21 but
were not tested due to the pandemic, can be administered “make up” assessments in 2021-22 to inform instruction and
track student goals, these “make up” assessment results should not be reported to the CSDE.

Lexile” and Quantile® Tools for a New School Year!

Connecticut’s Smarter Balanced Assessment scores are available for educators and parents/guardians. In EdSight
Secure, for educators, and on the Individual Student Reports, for parents/guardians, Lexile and Quantile measures that
align with the assessment scale scores can be found. For English learners who took the LAS Links, scores reported to
the districts in the DRC Portal also report the aligned Lexile measure. Parents of students who took the LAS Links will
find the Lexile measure for their child on the back of the Student Proficiency Report.

The CSDE provides resources within the Lexile & Quantile Hub, where classroom teachers can find tools to help with
instructional planning, and administrators can find tools to help gauge student growth toward college and career
readiness. Our state’s partnership with MetaMetrics allows educators free access to all of Hub’s premium features.
